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THE  GENERAL  OBJECTIVES  OF 
SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

The  general  objectives  of  secondary  education  are  set  forth  below  and 
merit  careful  study. 

1.  Personal  Development 

The  prime  aim  of  the  school  is  to  assist  each  Alberta  youth  in  his  growth 
towards  maximum  self-realization.  The  following  definite  goals  are  included 
under  this  heading: 

i.  Health  and  physical  fitness. 
ii.  Mental  health, 
iii.  Intellectual  achievement. 

a.  Ability  to  think  rationally,  to  express  thought  clearly  and  to  read 
and  listen  with  understanding. 

b.  A  broad  understanding  of  the  methods  of  science,  its  major  find- 
ings and  its  influence  on  human  affairs. 

c.  A  broad  understanding  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  mathematics 
and  their  importance  in  daily  living;  a  mastery  of  mathematical 
skills  necessary  for  vocational  competence. 

d.  An  understanding  and  appreciation  of  cultural  heritage. 

iv.  The  development  of  suitable  recreational  and  leisure  time  activities. 

v.  The  development  of  character  manifested  in  sound  habits  of  behavior 
in  social  relationships. 

vi.  The  development  of  a  pattern  of  values,  attitudes,  and  ethical  ideals 
which  furnish  justification  for  good  habits  and  culminate  in  a  philoso- 
phy of  life  which  recognizes  the  importance  of  religion. 

2.  Growth  in  Family  Living 

Each  Alberta  youth  must  learn  to  appreciate  the  unique  and  indispensable 
place  in  society  played  by  the  home  and  family  and  especially  the  influence  of 
the  family  unit  upon  right  thinking  in  connection  with  morals,  institutions,  and 
the  current  issues  of  democratic  living.  The  school  should  assist  him  to  achieve 
a  better  understanding  and  appreciation  of: 

i.  The  responsibilities  and  privileges  of  the  members  of  the  family  group. 

ii.  The  home  as  a  democratic  institution. 

iii.  The  conditions  essential  to  successful  family  life. 

iv.  The  opportunities  for  enjoyment  at  home. 

v.  The  functions  and  responsibilities  of  parents. 

vi.  The  relationship  of  the  family  to  its  neighbors  and  the  community. 

3.  Growth  Toward  Competence  in  Citizenship 

Each  Alberta  youth  must  be  brought  gradually  to  a  realization  of  his 
position  and  responsibilities   in  the   school,   community,   province,   nation,   and 


finally  in  the  community  of  nations.  The  school  should  guide  him  in: 

i.  Acquiring  insight  into  the  historical  background  of  contemporary  society, 
ii.  Developing   competence   in  meeting,   and   attempting   to    solve,   public 

problems  and  issues  which  citizens  are  required  to  encounter  and  on 

which  they  must  take  action, 
iii.  Developing  competence  in  political  action  at  the   school,  community, 

national  and  world  levels, 
iv.  Developing  consumer  competence, 
v.  Developing  democratic  attitudes  and  behavior  in  all  social  situations. 

vi.  Establishing  loyalty  to  the  ideals  of  democracy  and  acquiring  an  appre- 
ciation of  his  community,  the  province  and  the  nation. 

4.      Occupational  Preparation 

The  school  must  help  each  Alberta  youth  to  develop  those  understandings 
and  attitudes  that  will  make  him  an  intelligent  and  productive  participant  in 
economic  life;  and  assist  him  to  develop  saleable  skills,  or  prepare  for  post- 
school  vocational  training.  The  youth  should: 

i.  Become  familiar  with  the  range  of  vocational  opportunities  open  to  him. 

ii.  Learn  how  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  school  and  extra-school  guid- 
ance services. 

iii.  Achieve  an  acceptance  of  his  own  capacities  as  indicated  by  professional 
analysis  of  interests,  socio-economic  status,  aptitudes,  personality,  and 
native  intelligence. 

Extra-curricular  Activities 

The  program  of  extra-curricular  activities  in  any  school  can  make  worth- 
while contributions  toward  the  attainment  of  many  of  the  above  objectives. 
Section  8  (b)  of  the  Revised  General  Regulations  of  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion reads  as  follows: 

"The  teacher,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  multiple-room  school,  the  principal  and 
staff  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of  suitable  extra-curricular  activities 
and  for  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  classroom  and  playground  activities 
of  the  pupils  throughout  the  school  day,  and  all  pupils  shall  be  accountable  to 
such  teacher  or  principal  for  their  conduct  on  the  school  premises.  .  .  ." 


ORGANIZATION  OF  SCHOOL  PROGRAMS 

1.  The  terms  "constant"  and  "elective"  have  been  dropped  from  the  description 
of  high  school  subjects.  See  page  25  for  details  concerning  the  High  School 
Diploma  or  Matriculation  requirements. 

2.  Numbering  System  of  High  School  Courses 

All  courses  are  numbered  in  decades.  Numbers  10-19  are  for  Grade  X 
courses,  numbers  20-29  for  Grade  XI  courses,  and  numbers  30-39  for  Grade 
XII  courses. 

EXAMPLE: 

Grade  X  Grade  XI  Grade  XII 

English  10  Social  Studies  20  Typewriting  30 

Mathematics  11  Language  21  Mathematics  32 

Beauty  Culture  12  Psychology  20  Latin  30 

3.  The  Length  of  the  High  School  Program 

A  pupil  may  complete  the  high  school  program  in  three  years  by  obtaining 
about  35  credits  per  year.  The  total  required  for  a  high  school  diploma  is  100 
credits.  See  page  25  for  detailed  diploma  requirements. 

4.  Flexibility  in  Programming 

Flexibility  is  achieved  in  the  following  ways: 

(a)  Instruction  time  per  course  is  stipulated  only  in  terms  of  total  minutes 
per  week. 

(b)  Some  courses  have  variable  credit  value.  For  example,  P.E.  10  may  be 
offered  for  2,  3,  4  or  5  credits.  Credits  may  be  varied  for  classes  but 
not  for  individuals. 

(c)  Half  courses  are  allowed.  A  "half  course"  is  any  three-credit  course 
taught  every  day  for  half  a  year  or  every  other  day  for  a  full  year;  i.e. 
3  credits  are  available  for  a  course  receiving  instruction  time  equivalent 
to  2l/i  credits. 

(d)  Any  regular  high  school  course  may  be  offered  on  a  semester  basis  pro- 
vided these  conditions  are  met: 

(1)  The  procedure  has  been  approved  by  the  superintendent  and  the 
high  school  inspector. 

(2)  The  school  year  is  appropriately  organized. 

(3)  In  the  case  of  Grade  XII  examination  courses  the  School  Board 
must  secure  approval  from  the  Director  of  Special  Services,  Depart- 
ment of  Education. 

Requests  to  offer  Grade  XII  examination  courses  on  a  semester  basis  must 
be  submitted  prior  to  September  1. 

5.  Definitions  of  High  Schools 

A  standard  instruction-time  high  school  is  one  in  which  there  are  one  or 
more  high  school  teachers  per  grade. 


A  small  high  school  is  one  in  which  the  ratio  of  high  school  teachers  to 
high  school  grades  is  less  than  one.  (See  page  31  for  regulations  governing  small 
high  schools). 

6.  Time  Allotment  and  School  Hours 

One  credit  represents  40  minutes  minimum  instruction  time  per  week  ex- 
clusive of  time  for  class  movement.  A  subject  carrying  a  credit  value  of  five 
must  receive  at  least  200  minutes  instruction  time  per  week.  A  school  may  provide 
more  than  minimum  time  for  any  course.  The  length  of  period  per  day  is  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  principal  and  there  is  no  need  for  a  standard  instruction- 
time  school  to  keep  to  an  eight-period  day.  A  school  day  may  have  periods  of 
varying  lengths  as  long  as  the  total  meets  the  requirements  explained  above. 
Instruction  time  exclusive  of  recesses,  must  not  be  less  than  300  minutes  per  day. 

Section  378  of  the  School  Act  has  been  amended  as  follows: 

1.  School  Boards  shall  determine  the  hours  of  opening  and  closing  and 
intermission  time  in  the  schools  under  its  jurisdiction  but 

(a)  in  no  school  shall  there  be  less  than  three  hundred  minutes  of  class- 
room instruction  a  day  exclusive  of  time  for  class  movements  or 
other  intermission  and 

(b)  no  teacher  shall  be  required  to  give  more  than  three  hundred  and 
thirty  minutes  of  classroom  instruction  in  any  day. 

2.  The  Minister  may  authorize  a  board  in  writing  to  reduce  the  number  of 
minutes  of  classroom  instruction  prescribed  in  clause  (a)  of  subsection  (1). 

7.  Summer  Schools  —  Senior  High  School  Level 

School  authorities  (public  or  private)  may  organize  summer  schools  for 
senior  high  school  students  under  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Education. 
Copies  of  these  regulations  may  be  secured  from  the  Department  of  Education 
upon  request.  See  page  38,  section  9,  "Credit  Load  for  Students."  Summer  school 
instruction  is  also  offered  by  the  Correspondence  School  Branch.  Principals 
should  notify  potential  "repeat"  students  by  June  1,  if  possible,  so  that  they  may 
register  in  appropriate  summer  courses. 

8.  Night  School 

Special  regulations  governing  night  schools  may  be  obtained  upon  application 
to  the  Director  of  Special  Services,  Department  of  Education,  Edmonton. 

9.  Correspondence  School 

To  students  who  are  enrolled  in  a  high  school  but  unable  to  arrange  for 
classroom  instruction  in  certain  high  school  subjects,  the  Correspondence  School 
Branch  of  the  Department  of  Education  offers  correspondence  courses,  both 
during  the  regular  instructional  year  and  in  a  special  summer  school  program. 
Such  students  are  required  to  obtain  their  own  textbooks. 

Subjects  taken  by  correspondence  are  to  be  included  on  the  registration 
form  submitted  to  the  Examination  Branch.  (See  page  10). 

It  is  required  that  provision  be  made  on  the  timetable  for  one  full  study 
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period  per  single  credit  per  week,  and  that  all  such  study  periods  be  supervised 
by  a  qualified  teacher.  The  supervisor  shall  so  supervise  the  correspondence 
students  as  to  assure  that  one  complete  lesson  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Branch 
every  7-10  days  depending  upon  date  of  registration.  Every  effort  must  be  exerted 
to  keep  all  students  who  may  register  for  any  particular  subject  working  evenly  on 
their  courses.  The  principal  or  the  supervising  teacher  shall  assume  responsibility 
for  supervising  the  writing  of  all  students'  tests,  and  shall  forward  them  promptly 
to  the  Correspondence  School  Branch.  At  appropriate  times  during  the  school 
year,  bulletins  pertaining  to  procedure  and  policy  will  be  sent  out  to  the  schools. 

Information  concerning  requirements,  fees,  and  other  regulations  for  these 
courses  may  be  obtained  from  the  Director,  Correspondence  School  Branch, 
Department  of  Education,  Edmonton. 

10.  Students  from  Outside  Alberta 

Students  entering  Alberta  high  schools  from  outside  the  province  should 
submit  to  the  Department  of  Education  official  certificates  or  statements  of 
standing  in  order  that  the  Department  may  evaluate  these  and  fix  the  conditions 
under  which  the  students  may  proceed  with  the  Alberta  high  school  program. 
Only  if  this  is  done  are  such  students  eligible  to  receive  credits  for  high  school 
courses  taken  in  Alberta. 

(a)  If  the  student  is  entering  Alberta  high  schools  from  other  provinces  in 
Canada,  these  certificates  or  statements  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Supervisor,  Examinations  Branch,  Department  of  Education,  Edmonton. 

(b)  If  the  student  is  entering  Alberta  high  schools  from  outside  Canada,  these 
certificates  or  statements  should  be  submitted  to  the  Registrar,  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Edmonton. 

For  further  information  and  guidance,  principals  are  referred  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  publication  entitled:  "Evaluation  of  Programs  for  Students 
Transferring  to  Alberta  from  Outside  the  Province." 

11.  For  Special  Arrangements 

All  matters  pertaining  to  school  programs  which  in  any  way  depart  from 
usual  procedures  should  be  taken  up  with  the  high  school  inspector  concerned. 
In  connection  with  problems  arising  from  small  enrolments,  principals  of 
standard  instruction-time  schools  may  wish  to  consider  using  suggested  proce- 
dures outlined  in  the  section  on  the  small  high  school  (pages  31  to  35). 


REGISTRATION  AND  REPORTING  OF  STUDENTS 

1.  Form  A  Cards 

Form  A  cards  (School  Registration  Forms)  are  sent  in  preparation  for  school 
opening  to  all  schools  in  which  junior  and/or  senior  high  school  grades  are  taught. 
Form  A  cards  show  both  junior  and  senior  high  school  organization  for  1967-68. 
This  form  is  to  be  completed  and  sent  together  with  two  copies  of  the  timetable  to 
the  Divisional  Superintendent  or  High  School  Inspector  early  in  September. 
Detailed  instructions  are  supplied  with  these  cards. 

The  Department  of  Education  accepts  recommendation  for  credits  from 
schools  when  the  Form  A  is  properly  completed  showing  the  subjects  in  which 
credit  is  sought  and  bears  the  high  school  inspector's  endorsement  of  approval. 
The  acceptance  for  recommendation  depends,  therefore,  on  the  following  condi- 
tions: 

i.  The  Form  A  card,  described  above,  has  been  returned  to  the  Examina- 
tions Branch  of  the  Department  of  Education,  bearing  the  inspector's 
endorsement  of  approval. 

ii.  The  particular  subject  or  subjects  in  which  credits  are  sought  have  been 
underlined. 

2.  Registration  Form 

(a)  A  registration  form  for  each  student  will  be  sent  out  by  the  Examinations 
Branch  in  August.  This  form  is  sufficiently  simple  to  enable  the  student 
himself  to  complete  it  under  supervision.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the 
principal  to  have  these  forms  carefully  checked,  however,  before  they 
leave  the  school.  Instructions  for  filling  in  the  forms  are  given  in  special 
mimeographed  pamphlets  (EX-M56  and  EX-M58). 

(b)  As  indicated  on  the  form,  the  student  is  first  to  fill  in  the  number  of 
the  grade  he  is  taking.  A  student  who  has  previously  attended  high  school 
for  one  year,  receiving  credits  for  his  work,  will  be  classified  as  a  Grade 
XI  student,  even  though  most  of  his  courses  may  be  at  the  Grade  X 
level.  Any  student  who  is  taking,  or  has  taken  in  a  previous  year,  one 
or  more  Grade  XII  subjects  will  be  classified  as  a  Grade  XII  student. 

The  completed  form  should  reach  the  Examination  Branch  NOT  LATER 
THAN  OCTOBER  15.  With  the  registration  forms  the  principal  should  send 
one  copy  of  the  Summary  Sheet.  If  there  are  unusual  circumstances  connected 
with  any  student  in  the  school  the  principal  should  explain  the  details  of  the 
case,  and  indicate  the  presence  of  this  explanation  on  the  summary  sheet. 

When  the  registration  form  is  received  in  the  Examinations  Branch  a  check 
of  the  student's  registration  will  be  made.  If  irregularities  are  found,  the  principal 
will  be  informed  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  adjustments  may  be  made. 

3.  Change  and  Transfer  Form 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  school  to  inform  the  Examinations  Branch 
immediately  if  a  student  changes  his  address,  drops  out  of  school  (give  reasons), 
changes  his  registration  or  transfers  to  another  school.  Any  changes  in  the  student's 
program  as  previously  shown  on  his  registration  form  should  be  reported  on  form 
EX  22. 
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4.  Registration  Check  Slips 

The  registration  check  slips  (1A)  will  be  forwarded  in  early  April,  1968. 
A  sheet  of  instructions  for  completing  the  forms  accompanies  them. 

5.  Course  Cards 

A.  Grade  XII 

i.  January  Semester  Results 

In  early  January,  IBM  Course  Cards  will  be  forwarded  to  each  school 
on  a  semester  plan  for  the  recording  of  teachers'  gradings.  The  com- 
pleted cards  for  Departmental  examination  courses  should  be  for- 
warded to  the  Examinations  Branch  not  later  than  January  18th. 
Course  cards  for  Grade  XII  students  registered  in  non-examination 
courses  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Examinations  Branch  by  January 
31st. 

ii.  June  Results 

In  early  June,  1MB  course  cards  will  be  forwarded  to  each  school 
for  the  recording  of  the  teachers'  gradings.  Course  cards  for  students 
registered  in  Departmental  examination  courses  must  be  forwarded 
to  the  Examinations  Branch  NOT  LATER  THAN  JUNE  17th. 
Course  cards  for  students  registered  in  non-examination  courses 
should  be  submitted  NOT  LATER  THAN  JUNE  28th. 

B.  Grades  X  and  XI 

i.  January  Semester  Results 

Course  cards  for  the  first  semester  in  Grades  X  and  XI  will  not  be 
forwarded  to  the  school  until  June.  Principals  may  inform  students  of 
their  achievement  in  courses  which  are  prerequisites  for  second 
semester  courses. 

Students  requiring  results  of  courses  taken  during  the  first  semester 
prior  to  the  up-dating  of  the  student's  file  at  the  end  of  June  will  have 
to  be  provided  with  this  information  by  the  principal. 

ii  June  Results 

In  early  June,  IBM  course  cards  will  be  forwarded  to  each  school 
for  the  recording  of  teachers'  gradings.  Completed  cards  should  be 
forwarded  to  the  Examinations  Branch  not  later  than  June  28th. 

6.  Grade  XII  Form  of  Application 

All  students  who  intend  to  write  a  Grade  XII  Departmental  Examination  in 
June  must  submit  a  completed  Form  of  Application  (EX- 166)  to  the  Examinations 
Branch  on  or  before  April  30.  Similar  forms  (EX- 167  and  EX- 168)  are  required 
for  candidates  intending  to  write  Grade  XII  Departmental  Examinations  in  August 
or  January.  Attached  to  each  form  is  a  copy  of  the  timetable  applying  to  that  form, 
a  copy  of  the  rules  to  be  observed  by  candidates  and  a  list  of  centers  where  exami- 
nations will  be  conducted. 
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FORMS  OF  APPLICATION  ARE  REQUIRED  FROM  ALL  PROSPEC- 
TIVE CANDIDATES,  whether  they  are  registered  in  a  school,  attending  night 
classes,  proceeding  by  private  study  or  registered  with  the  Correspondence  Branch. 

7.  Summary  of  Results 

Summaries  of  results  will  be  sent  out  to  schools  and  divisional  offices  as  has 
been  done  in  the  past. 

The  principal  should  note  in  particular: 

(a)  If  the  courses  underlined  on  the  registration  form  do  not  correspond  to 
those  actually  being  taken  by  the  student,  appropriate  course  cards  for 
submitting  grades  at  the  end  of  the  year  will  not  be  sent  to  the  school. 

(b)  If  an  incorrect  entry  of  marks  is  made  on  the  course  cards,  this  incorrect 
mark  will  be  the  one  sent  out  to  the  student  on  his  result  statement  and 
placed  on  the  school's  summary. 

(c)  If  forms  are  not  returned  promptly  results  will  be  delayed  and  the  advan- 
tages of  the  system  destroyed. 

8.  Principal's  Recommendations  for  Credits 

Gradings  assigned  will  be  reported  on  course  card  88851  and  on  attendance 
card  88854.  The  final  responsibility  for  the  assigned  grading  rests  with  the  principal 
and  if  he  decides  to  revise  gradings  submitted  by  his  staff  he  should  do  so  only 
after  consultation  with  the  member  of  the  staff  concerned.  The  principal's  decision 
is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  Department  of  Education  will  issue  to  the  student,  on  receipt  of  the 
above  mentioned  cards,  an  official  statement  of  the  standing  in  individual  courses 
and  the  credits  earned.

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PREREQUISITES 

The  chart  of  Senior  High  School  courses  on  pages   14,   15  and   16  of  the 
Handbook  indicates  prerequisites. 

Example:  (1)  Law  20  has  no  prerequisite. 

(2)  Prerequisite  for  Mathematics  20  is  Mathematics  10. 

(a)  Students  must  have  achieved  at  least  a  "C"  standing  in  English  and 
Social  Studies  to  move  to  the  next  sequent  course. 

(b)  Instruction  in  the  other  second  and  third  year  courses  may  be  taken  by 
students  who  have  at  least  a  "B"  standing  in  the  prerequisites.  There  may 
be  justifiable  circumstances  wherein  a  student  should  be  permitted  to 
proceed  to  a  Grade  XI  or  Grade  XII  course  although  he  obtained  only 
a  "C"  standing  in  the  prerequisite  course.  This  may  be  done  on  the 
approval  of  the  principal  and  must  be  reported  to  the  Supervisor,  Exami- 
nations Branch.  (See  note  page  18.) 

(c)  Under  certain  circumstances  the  school  principal  may  grant  special  per- 
mission to  Grade  XI  and/or  Grade  XII  students  to  register  in  two  sequent 
courses  of  the  same  subject  during  any  one  year.  For  example,  a  student 
may  wish  to  take  Science  10  and  Science  20  concurrently.  Or  a  student 
of  Grade  XII  may  need  courses  like  Science  20  and  Chemistry  30  in  order 
that  he  may  graduate  the  following  June.  Such  special  arrangements  must 
be  reported  to  the  Supervisor,  Examinations  Branch,  early  in  the  school 
year.  (See  note  page  18.) 

(d)  Instruction  in  English  30  may  be  taken  by  students  who  have  acquired 
in  high  school  English  a  total  of  15  or  more  credits,  5  of  which  must  be 
in  English  10.  Students  in  a  three-year  matriculation  program  are  advised 
to  take  a  minimum  of  8  credits  in  Grade  XI  English.  Students  on  a  four- 
year  program  may  offer  English  33  as  part  of  the  15-credit  prerequisite 
for  English  30. 

Instruction  in  English  33  may  be  taken  by  students  who  have  acquired 
in  high  school  English  a  total  of  10  or  more  credits,  5  of  which  must  be 
from  English  10,  and  3  or  5  from  a  Grade  XI  English  course. 

(e)  It  is  recommended  that  students  who  register  in  Office  Practice  20  who 
do  not  have  credit  in  Typewriting  20,  register  in  Typewriting  20  con- 
currently. 

(f)  Instruction  in  Needlework  10  (3  credits)  may  be  offered  in  schools  where 
there  are  no  facilities  for  the  regular  Home  Economics  courses.  It  may 
precede  other  Home  Economics  courses,  but  it  may  not  be  taken  concur- 
rently or  subsequent  to  Fabrics  and  Dress  10,  20,  30  or  Home  Economics 
10. 

(g)  The  normal  prerequisites  for  physical  science  and  mathematics  courses 
are  indicated  in  the  table  on  pages  14  and  15.  If  a  student  transfers  from 
one  sequential  pattern  to  another  (e.g.  matriculation  to  vocational)  the 
regular  prerequisite  may  be  waived  at  the  discretion  of  the  principal  of 
the  school.  Such  cases  must  be  reported  to  the  Supervisor,  Examinations 
Branch  (See  note  page  18)  early  in  the  school  year,  e.g.,  a  principal  may 
allow  a  student  with  an  "A"  in  Mathematics  12  to  register  in  Mathematics 
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20,  a  student  with  a  "C"  in  Mathematics  10  to  register  in  Mathematics 
22  or  a  student  with  an  "H"  in  Science  1 1  to  register  in  Science  20  or  22. 
(See  note  below.) 

(h)  Standing  in  any  Unit  Shop  20  courses  will  be  accepted  as  prerequisite 
for  the  related  vocational  "22"  courses  but  will  not  be  accepted,  now  or 
later,  as  prerequisite  for  the  related  vocational  "32"  courses,  e.g.,  stand- 
ing in  Electricity  20  will  admit  a  student  to  Electricity  22  but  not  to 
Electricity  32. 

(i)    French  30  is  a  prerequisite  or  co-requisite  for  French  31. 

(j)  Science  20,  Science  22  or  Biology  32  may  be  offered  in  lieu  of  Biology 
20  as  a  prerequisite  for  Biology  30. 

(k)  Either  Science  20  or  22  is  a  prerequisite  for  Chemistry  30,  Physics  30, 
or  Physics  32. 

(1)  Though  Mathematics  11  is  a  desirable  prerequisite  for  Mathematics  21, 
under  special  circumstances  with  the  approval  of  the  principal  a  student 
with  no  credits  in  senior  high  school  mathematics  may  be  enrolled  in 
Mathematics  21.  Such  cases  must  be  reported  to  the  Supervisor  of  the 
Examinations  Branch.  (See  note  below.) 

(m)  Social  Studies  33  has  no  prerequisite  other  than  Social  Studies  10. 

(n)  During  the  transition  from  the  old  courses  to  the  revised  Industrial  Arts 
program  the  following  prerequisites  will  apply: 

Electricity  10  for  Electronics  20 
Woodwork  10  for  Materials  20 
Metalwork  10  for  Materials  20 
Automotives  10  for  Power  Mechanics  20 
Drafting  10  for  Graphic  Communications  20 


NOTE: 

The  directions  for  completing  individual  student  registration  forms  for  the 
school  year  1967-68  will  require  students  to  place  an  asterisk  before  courses  in 
which  they  are  registered  without  the  normal  prerequisites.  The  signature  of  the 
principal  on  the  registration  form  will  serve  as  notification  to  the  Supervisor  of 
Examinations  of  approval  of  the  special  circumstances. 
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REGULATIONS  AND  INFORMATION 
REGARDING  VARIOUS  SUBJECTS 


♦ENGLISH 

English  10  is  required  of  all  high  school  students  pursuing  a  matriculation 
or  diploma  program.  Sixty  percent  of  the  course  is  language,  40%   is  literature. 

Reading  10  is  designed  to  further  the  reading  ability  of  all  students  regardless 
of  their  attainment.  Principals  should  assign  to  this  course  teachers  who  have  a 
special  interest  and  competence  in  the  subject. 

Literature  11  is  designed  to  provide  extra  credits  in  English  at  the  Grade  X 
level  for  able  students. 

English  23  is  designed  primarily  to  meet  the  needs  of  diploma  students. 
Sixty  per  cent  of  the  course  will  be  language;  40%  will  be  literature. 

English  33  is  designed  for  diploma  students. 

Students  should  register  in  English  30  or  English  33  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year.  Under  certain  circumstances  and  with  the  consent  of  the  principal 
students  may  change  registration  from  English  30  to  English  33  and  vice  versa 
during  the  school  year  up  to  the  time  when  application  forms  are  completed  in 
April.  Students  may  not  register  in  English  30  and  English  33   concurrently. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  whenever  possible  classes  in  English  30 
and  English  33  be  taught  separately.  When  it  is  necessary  to  combine  classes  in 
English  30  and  33  the  teaching  time  should  be  increased  by  60%.  There  will  be 
a  revised  course  in  English  30  beginning  September,  1967. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

Social  Studies  20  is  the  prerequisite  to  Social  Studies  30.  Credits  in  Geography 
20,  Psychology  20,  Sociology  20,  or  Economics  30  may  be  used  to  satisfy  the 
social  studies  requirement  for  the  Senior  High  School  Diploma. 

There  will  be  a  revised  course  in  Social  Studies  30  effective  September,  1967. 

Students  seeking  matriculation  should  register  in  Social  Studies  30  in  1967-68. 
Students  seeking  a  diploma  may  be  registered  in  Social  Studies  33.  Such  students 
may  be  recommended  for  credits  by  their  principal  as  is  presently  done  for 
Grade  X  and  Grade  XI  and  Grade  XII  non-examination  subjects.  Under  certain 
circumstances,  with  the  consent  of  the  principal,  students  may  change  registration 
from  Social  Studies  30  to  Social  Studies  33  and  vice  versa  during  the  school 
year  up  to  the  time  when  application  forms  are  completed  in  April. 

Students  enrolled  in  Social  Studies  33  who  meet  the  prerequisites  of  Social 
Studies  30  and  are  recommended  in  June  may  write  the  August  supplemental. 
Additional  credits  will  not  be  granted. 

*See  page  28  for  information  concerning  Grade  XII  examinations. 
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VOCATIONAL  SUBJECTS 

The  following  vocational  subjects  may  be  offered  in  high  schools  where 
the  staff  and  facilities  have  been  approved  by  the  High  School  Inspector  of  Vo- 
cational Education.

The  courses  in  the  regular  vocational  program  will  be  allocated  5  credits  each 
in  Grade  X,  a  minimum  of  15  credits  in  Grade  XI,  and  a  minimum  of  15  credits 
in  Grade  XII  provided  that  students  who  begin  a  particular  vocational  pattern 
in  Grade  XI  take  the  "12"  and  "22"  courses  consecutively,  by  means  of  a 
semester  in  Grade  XI,  for  20  credits. 

BIOLOGY 

Students  cannot  obtain  credits  in  both  Biology  20  and  Biology  32.  Students 
who  have  credits  in  Biology  20  may  register  in  Biology  32  in  order  to  complete 
matriculation  requirements  or  diploma  requirements  regarding  credit  in  Grade 
XII  courses.  Upon  successful  completion  of  Biology  32  they  will  receive  credits 
in  this  course  but  will  forego  credits  previously  received  in  Biology  20. 

Principals  and  counsellors  should  check  the  University  of  Alberta  entrance 
requirements  regarding  the  status  of  Biology  32  as  a  matriculation  course. 

SCIENCE 

Students  may  obtain  a  maximum  of  10  credits  in  Grade  X  Physical  Science 
courses  and  a  maximum  of  15  credits  in  Grade  X  and  XI  Physical  Science 
courses. 

The  sequence  Science  10,  Science  22  and  Physics  32  is  designed  for  students 
seeking  entrance  to  the  Institute  of  Technology. 

Alternative  courses  in  Science  20  and  Chemistry  30  using  Chem  Study 
materials  are  available. 

Similarly  an  alternative  course  in  Science  20  may  be  offered  using  PSSC 
materials  for  the  physics  section  and  an  alternative  course  in  Physics  30  may 
be  offered  using  PSSC  materials.  Students  taking  Chemistry  30  or  Physics  30 
using  alternative  materials  should  indicate  on  their  registration  forms  that  they 
are  registered  in  Chemistry  30X  or  Physics  30X.  Students  registered  in  Chemistry 
3 OX  or  Physics  3 OX  will  write  an  examination  different  from  those  registered 
in  Chemistry  30  or  Physics  30. 
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MATHEMATICS 

Students  may  obtain  a  maximum  of  10  credits  in  Grade  X  Mathematics 
courses  and  a  maximum  of  15  credits  in  Grade  X  and  XI  Mathematics  courses. 

A  new  course  in  Mathematics  30  will  be  offered  beginning  September,  1967 

MODERN  AND  CLASSICAL  LANGUAGES 

Commencing  in  September  1966,  a  new  sequence  of  courses,  French  11, 
21  and  31  was  introduced.  The  new  sequence  is  designed  as  an  alternative  to 
the  regular  matriculation  sequence,  French  10,  20  and  30  for  students  who 
have  already  attained  some  degree  of  proficiency  in  understanding  and  speaking 
French  as  a  second  language.  Only  students  who  have  completed  a  sequential 
course  with  one  of  the  authorized  programs  for  the  minimum  time  suggested, 
i.e.,  105  minutes  weekly  during  the  preceding  three  years  should  register  in 
French  11.  Further,  its  is  strongly  recommended  that  only  teachers  who  have 
had  some  training  in  the  methodology  of  at  least  one  of  the  authorized  programs 
be  encouraged  to  teach  this  new  sequence  of  French  courses. 

Russian  30  will  be  offered  commencing  September,   1967. 
HOME  ECONOMICS 

Home  Economics  21  -  Home  Living,  is  a  course  with  no  prerequisite  de- 
signed to  make  it  possible  for  students,  particularly  matriculation  and  business 
education  students,  to  fit  one  home  economics  course  into  their  high  school 
program. 

Home  Economics  10  and  Home  Economics  21  cannot  be  offered  together 
nor  in  combination  with  other  courses. 

In  small  schools  Home  Economics  10  may  be  used  as  a  prerequisite  for 
Fabrics  &  Dress  20  or  Food  &  Nutrition  20.  Home  Economics  21  may  be  used 
as  a  prerequisite  to  the  above  but  is  not  recommended. 


MUSIC 


1.  The  music  program  shall  comprise  the  following: 
Choral  Music  —  Music  10,  Music  20,  Music  30 
Instrumental  Music  (Band  or  Orchestra)  —  Music  11, 
Music  21,  Music  31. 

2.  Music  10,  11,  20  and  21  will  each  have  a  credit  value  of  3,  4  or  5. 
Music  30  and  31  will  each  have  a  credit  value  of  5. 

3.  A  student  can  obtain  a  maximum  of  ten  credits  in  music  in  any  school 
year.  Only  five  credits  per  year,  however,  may  be  granted  for  music 
taken  by  private  study. 

4.  When  music  credits  are  obtained  by  private  study  five  credits  are  granted 
for  each  of  Music  10  or  11,  20  or  21,  30  or  31.  (See  accompanying 
chart  page  23.) 

5.  Credit  for  active  participation  in  a  school  band,  orchestra  or  chorus 
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instead  of  regular  instruction  in  Music  10,  20,  30,  11,  21,  or  31  may 
be  granted,  provided  that  all  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

(a)  The  band,  orchestra  or  chorus  is  under  the  administration  and  super- 
vision of  the  school. 

(b)  The  members  meet  regularly  for  practice  under  the  direction  of  a 
certified  teacher. 

(c)  The  band,  orchestra  or  choral  group  follows  the  courses  outlined 
for  Music  10,  20,  30  or  Music  11,  21,  31. 

If  credits  are  granted  for  private  study  in  Music  10,  20  or  30,  credits  in 
the  same  courses  may  not  be  obtained  in  the  regular  program.  Similarly,  if 
credits  are  granted  for  private  study  in  Music  11,  21  or  31,  credits  will  not  be 
granted  in  the  same  course  taken  in  the  regular  school  program. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 

Some  schools  may  find  it  impossible  to  offer  the  new  Industrial  Arts  Courses 
(e.g.,  Industrial  Arts  Materials  10,  20,  30).  Principals  who  wish  to  continue  to 
offer  the  old  courses  (e.g.  Woodwork  10,  20,  21)  must  submit  a  written  request 
to  the  Supervisor  of  Industrial  Arts,  Department  of  Education  prior  to  September 
1,  1967.

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HIGH  SCHOOL  DIPLOMA 

AND 

MATRICULATION  REQUIREMENTS 


The  High  School  Diploma  is  an  offical  document  issued  by  the  Department 
of  Education  certifying  that  the  holder  has  completed  a  prescribed  program  of 
instruction  at  a  high  school  or  through  correspondence  instruction  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the   Department. 

The  diploma  does  not  necessarily  grant  matriculation.  A  student  wishing 
to  obtain  entrance  to  a  university  faculty  should  arrange  his  program  to  include 
subjects  required  by  that  faculty.  (See  page  58.) 

1.  Requirements  for  Diploma 

(a)  English:  at  least  15  credits  (including  5  in  English  10  and  5  in  English 
30  or  33). 

(b)  Social  Studies:  at  least  10  credits  (including  5  in  Social  Studies  10). 

(c)  Physical  Education  10:  at  least  2  credits. 

(d)  Other  credits  to  make  a  total  of  100  credits  including: 

i.  credit  in  at  least  one  mathematics  course. 

ii.  credit  in  at  least  one  science  course. 

iii.  credit  in  two  Grade  XII  subjects  in  addition  to  English  30  or  33. 

An  approved  course  offered  for  15  credits  or  more  in  Grade  XII  is  accepted 
as  an  equivalent  of  two  Grade  XII  courses. 

Students  seeking  diplomas  are  given  considerable  freedom  of  choice  in 
English  and  social  studies.  After  taking  English  10  students  may  choose  any 
of  the  English  courses  in  Grade  X  and  Grade  XI  and  then  proceed  to  English 
30  or  33.  In  Grade  XI  one  or  more  of  Social  Studies  20,  Geography  20  or  Socio- 
logy 20  may  be  chosen.  Credits  in  Economics  30  or  Social  Studies  33  may  also 
be  used  to  satisfy  the  social  studies  diploma  requirements. 

2.  General  Requirements  for  Matriculation 

Students  from  the  high  schools  of  Alberta  seeking  admission  to  the  Univer- 
sities in  Alberta  must  possess: 

A  High  School  Diploma  which  includes: 

(a)  Twenty  credits  in  high  school  English  courses  including  English  30. 

(b)  "B"  or  higher  standing  in  the  required  courses  of  Grade  XII  as  set  forth 
in  the  prescriptions  of  the  various  schools  and  faculties,  and 

(c)  an  average  of  at  least  60.0  except  as  otherwise  specified  by  various 
faculties.  (See  page  58.) 
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3.      Regulations  for  Adults  Seeking  a  High  School  Diploma 

The  following  provisions  for  adults  seeking  to  improve  their  educational 
standing  are  now  in  effect. 

(a)  An  adult  is  a  person  who  has  passed  his  20th  birthday. 

(b)  Adults  may  proceed  under  these  regulations  without  a  Grade  IX  diploma 
and  with  no  previous  high  school  credits;  those  who  hold  some  high  school 
credits  may  apply  these  toward  a  diploma  and  may  proceed  under  these 
regulations. 

(c)  Students  may  prepare  for  writing  Grade  XII  Departmental  examina- 
tions through  private  study  or  other  method  of  their  choice;  to  receive 
credit  in  non-examination  courses,  they  must  proceed  by  Department  of 
Education  correspondence  courses,  or  attend  an  approved  day  or  night 
school. 

(d)  All  students  must  write  an  examination  either  in  English  30  or  English 
33.  A  "C"  standing  obtained  in  either  of  these  examinations  entitles 
the  student  to  five  credits.  A  "B"  standing  in  English  30  entitles  the 
student  to  20  credits;  a  "B"  standing  in  English  33  entitles  the  student 
to  15  credits.  For  the  courses  listed  below  credits  may  be  obtained  as 
follows: 

i.  A  "C"  standing  obtained  either  through  recommendation  or  by 
writing  the  Departmental  Examination  entitles  a  student  to  five  high 
school  credits. 

ii.  A  "B"  standing  or  higher  obtained  either  through  recommendation  or 
by  writing  the  Departmental  Examination  entitles  a  student  to  credits 
according  to  the  schedule  set  forth  in  the  table  below.  The  table 
shows  the  maximum  number  of  credits  which  may  be  obtained  in 
any  sequence  of  courses  culminating  in  a  Grade  XII  examination 
subject. 

(e)  Additional  high  school  credits  will  be  awarded  for  non-examination 
courses  taken  through  attendance  at  an  approved  high  school  (day  school, 
night  school,  summer  school)  or  through  the  Correspondence  School 
Branch,  Department  of  Education. 

(f)  Physical  Education  will  not  be  required. 

(g)  In  other  respects,  the  minimum  requirements  for  a  high  school  diploma 
apply.

(h)  "33"  Series  Courses 

Schools  offering  instruction  to  adults  through  night  school  classes  and  other 
approved  programs  may  recommend  adult  students  for  credit  in  all  Grade  XII 
examination  subjects  except  English  30  and  English  33.  These  credits  will  apply 
towards  a  High  School  Diploma;  acceptability  of  these  credits  for  meeting  entrance 
requirements  should  be  determined  by  contacting  the  Registrar  of  the  post-high 
school  institution  in  question.  With  the  exception  of  English  33  a  course  labelled 
33  is  identical  in  content  to  the  corresponding  course  labelled  30.  Where  adult 
students  are  recommended  in  Grade  XII  examination  subjects  they  will  be  awarded 
credits  for  the  33  series  rather  than  the  30  series.  When  so  recommended  they  will 
be  awarded  prerequisite  credits  according  to  3  (d)  above  as  shown  in  the  accom- 
panying table. 
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GRADE  Xn  EXAMINATIONS 

1.  General  Information 

(a)  The  annual  departmental  examinations  in  Grade  XII  subjects  will  be 
held  in  June,  1968.  Early  in  1968  the  Department  will  issue  a  special 
circular  relating  to  the  dates  of  the  examinations,  the  application  forms 
required  from  principals,  and  the  operation  of  school  classrooms  during 
the  periods  of  examination. 

(b)  The  examination  subjects  of  Grade  XII  are  as  follows:  English  30  (two 
examinations — Part  A  and  Part  B),  or  English  33,  Social  Studies  30, 
Mathematics  30,  Mathematics  31,  Chemistry  30,  Physics  30,  Biology  30, 
Biology  32,  Latin  30,  French  30,  German  30  and  Ukrainian  30. 

(c)  Grade  XII  examinations  are  held  in  January,  June  and  August. 

2.  Eligibility  to  Write 

High  school  students  are  permitted  to  write  departmental  examinations  if 
they  have  taken  regular  classroom  instruction  or  correspondence  instruction  in 
these  subjects. 

Adult  students  who  are  twenty  years  of  age  or  older  may  apply  to  the  High 
School  and  University  Matriculation  Examinations  Board  for  permission  to  write 
these  examinations  in  January,  June  or  August  without  having  taken  classroom 
or  correspondence  instruction.  In  the  case  of  such  adults  the  requirements  of  a 
high  school  diploma  for  University  entrance  are  waived.  For  details  pertaining 
to  credits  awarded  see  page  26  regulation  concerning  adults  seeking  a  high  school 
diploma. 

Students  who  have  completed  the  requirements  for  a  high  school  diploma 
may  write  these  examinations  without  having  taken  classroom  or  correspondence 
instruction. 

A  student  who  has  secured  85  high  school  credits  is  permitted  to  write  a 
second  time  on  as  many  as  three  Grade  XII  subjects  without  having  taken,  for 
the  second  time,  classroom  or  correspondence  instruction  in  these  subjects. 
Successful  candidates  will  be  granted  credits. 

Pupils  may  not  write  the  Grade  XII  examinations  in  any  one  subject  more 
than  twice  in  any  school  year. 

Students  may  write  August  examinations  only  in  subjects  which  they  wrote 
in  June.  If  for  some  reason  such  as  illness  they  failed  to  write  the  June  examination, 
permission  must  be  obtained  from  the  Special  Cases  Committee. 

Adult  students  (20  years  of  age  or  older)  and  students  who  are  studying 
exclusively  by  correspondence  or  are  enrolled  in  some  subjects  with  the  Corre- 
spondence School  Branch,  and  in  other  subjects  with  a  semester  school,  may 
write  Grade  XII  examinations  in  January,  June  and  August.  Correspondence 
students  who  are  enrolled  in  regular  high  school  may  write  only  in  June  and 
August. 
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To  be  eligible  to  write  in  January  a  candidate  must  be  currently  registered  in 
the  subject  he  intends  to  write  at  an  authorized  semester  school,  or  registered  with 
the  Correspondence  School  Branch  and  not  registered  at  a  regular  day  school, 
or  he  must  be  an  adult  or  holder  of  an  Alberta  High  School  Diploma  who  is 
studying  privately  (not  registered  at  a  regular  day  school  in  any  subject). 

Special  Note  Re:  English  and  Social  Studies 

Students  seeking  matriculation  standing  will  write  the  Departmental  exami- 
nation in  English  30.  Other  students  seeking  a  high  school  diploma  may  satisfy 
the  diploma  requirement  by  writing  either  the  English  30  or  English  33  examina- 
tion. 

No  students  may  write  examinations  in  both  English  30  and  English  33  in 
January,  June  or  August.  A  student  who  writes  the  examination  in  June  in  one 
of  the  Grade  XII  English  courses  may  write  the  supplemental  (see  page  19) 
examination  in  the  other  course  without  having  received  summer  school  instruc- 
tion. 

The  regular  departmental  examinations  in  Social  Studies  30  will  be  admini- 
stered in  all  schools  in  the  province.  Candidates  who  have  taken  instruction  in 
Social  Studies  33  will  be  recommended  by  the  school.  For  regulations  concerning 
Social  Studies  30  see  page  19. 

Nature  of  Examinations 

Modern  techniques  of  testing  are  employed.  Accordingly,  it  may  be  expected 
that  the  examinations  will  have  the  following  features,  which  teachers  are  asked 
to  explain  fully  to  their  students: 

(i)  Examination  papers  often  include  one  or  more  essay-type  questions, 
paragraph  questions  and  a  large  number  of  short-answer  questions 
such  as  matching,  completion  and  multiple-choice. 

(ii)  The  total  number  of  marks  on  any  particular  examination  may  not  be 
100,  or  150,  or  200,  or  any  round  number,  and  it  may  not  be  indicated 
on  the  paper.  Likewise,  there  is  no  predetermined  pass  mark;  this  mark 
is  not  necessarily  one-half  of  the  possible  score;  it  may  be  more  or  less. 
The  student  cannot,  therefore,  forecast  his  final  score  on  an  examina- 
tion by  adding  the  values  assigned  to  the  questions  which  he  has  answer- 
ed correctly.  Such  a  procedure  might  give  his  "raw  score"  but  his 
final  is  obtained  by  a  statistical  transmutation  of  raw  scores  to  a  new 
scale  ranging  from  0  to  100.  This  transmutation  does  not  affect  the 
student's  rank  in  the  group  but  it  does  make  it  possible  and  convenient 
to  compare  his  standing  in  one  subject  with  that  in  another. 

(iii)  The  examination  papers  will  be  of  such  a  length  that  at  least  80%  of 
the  candidates  should  be  able  to  consider  or  attempt  all  the  questions 
in  the  time  given. 

Since  the  Examinations  Branch  is  renting  an  I.B.M.  test  scoring  machine 
which  scores  examinations  quickly  and  accurately,  it  is  quite  probable  that 
examinations  on  certain  subjects  will  be  adapted,  wholly  or  in  part,  to  machine 
scoring.  The  examinations  prepared  for  machine  scoring  are  composed  of  multiple- 
choice  questions.  Special  answer  sheets  must  be  used  for  the  machine-scored 
tests;  these  are  supplied  with  each  test  and  special  directions  given  which  should 
be  fully  understood  by  the  student  before  they  attempt  an  examination  of  this 
kind. 
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The  June  and  supplemental  examinations  in  English  30  will  consist  of  two 
parts — Part  B  with  a  value  of  250  marks,  will  consist  of  an  original  essay  only. 
Part  A,  worth  550  marks,  will  test  all  other  aspects  of  the  English  course. 

The  English  33  examination  will  be  two  to  three  hours  in  length  and  will  be 
designed  mainly  to  test  the  student's  capacity  in  reading  and  writing.  It  will  not 
be  based  on  the  specific  content  of  English  33  although  this  course  in  English  33 
may  be  considered  adequate  preparation  for  the  writing  of  this  examination. 

The  student's  answer  paper  in  Social  Studies  30  will  be  partially  evaluated 
for  English  Language  and  the  score  thus  obtained  will  be  incorporated  into  the 
final  mark  awarded  for  Social  Studies  30. 
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SMALL  HIGH  SCHOOLS 


1.  Definition  of  a  Small  High  School 

A  small  high  school  is  one  in  which  the  ratio  of  high  school  teachers  to  high 
school  grades  is  less  than  one.  This  definition  includes  all  schools  of  less-than- 
standard  instruction  time. 

2.  Special  Program  Arrangements  for  the  Small  High  School 

It  is  desirable  to  have  at  least  one  teacher  per  grade  in  all  high  schools.  It 
is  generally  felt  that  a  satisfactory  job  of  high  school  education  cannot  be  done 
in  schools  where  the  ratio  of  teachers  to  grades  is  less  than  one. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  this  section  to  increase  the  teacher-grade- 
ratio  and  also  increase  the  instruction  time  for  each  course.  Wherever  possible, 
it  is  highly  recommended  that  these  regulations  be  followed. 

Should  these  regulations  prove  detrimental  to  the  operation  of  any  small 
high  school,  permission  may  be  obtained  from  the  superintendent  of  schools  or 
high  school  inspector  to  make  suitable  modifications. 

3.  Designation  of  Small  High  Schools 

The  above  definition  includes: 

(i)  Category  Description 

1  One  teacher  for  Grades  VII-IX,  and  in  addition  some  high  school 
credits. 

(ii)  Category 

la  One  teacher  for  Grades  IX-X  inclusive. 
lb  One  teacher  for  Grades  X-XI  inclusive. 
2a  Two  teachers  for  Grades  IX-XII  inclusive. 
2b  Two  teachers  for  Grades  X-XII  inclusive. 
3a  Three  teachers  for  Grades  IX-XII  inclusive. 

4.  Objectives  of  this  Part  of  the  Handbook 

The  procedures  described  hereunder  are  designed  to  reduce  in  some  measure 
the  program  limitations  of  the  small  high  school  by: 

(a)  Increasing  the  instruction  time  for  each  course. 

(b)  Increasing  the  number  of  credits  that  may  be  obtained  by  the  students 
in  any  small  high  school,  and  thus  providing  greater  opportunities  to 
complete  their  high  school  programs  in  three  years. 

(c)  Improving  teaching  and  learning  conditions  by  reducing  the  number  of 
classes  which  must  be  taught  daily. 

(d)  Making  possible  the  offering  of  a  wider  program  of  courses  available 
to  students. 
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5.  Guiding  Principles  for  Organization  of  the  Program 

(a)  The  first  demands  upon  instruction  time  in  any  small  high  school  shall 
be  to  provide  complete  programs  (at  least  35  credits)  in  Grades  X  and 
XL 

(b)  Grade  X  and  Grade  XI  programs  should  be  planned  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  prepare  both  matriculation  students  and  non-matriculation  students 
to  complete  high  school  in  three  years,  locally  or  elsewhere,  or  by  using 
correspondence  courses  in  Grade  XII  as  required. 

(c)  Mathematics  10  is  the  course  most  suitable  as  the  first  mathematics 
course. 

(d)  Where  Grade  XII  is  taught,  English  30  and  Social  Studies  30  will  be 
the  nucleus  of  the  yearly  program  allowed,  inasmuch  as  they  satisfy 
both  matriculation  and  non-matriculation  requirements. 

(e)  It  is  advised  that,  in  small  high  schools,  Industrial  Arts  courses  be 
selected  generally  from  Ind.  Arts  Gen.  10,  20  and  30;  Materials  10,  20; 
Electronics  10,  20. 

(f)  It  is  recommended  that  Home  Economics  courses  be  selected  from 
Fabrics  and  Dress  10,  Foods  and  Nutrition  10,  Home  Economics  10 
and  Home  Economics  21. 

(g)  Instruction  time  which  remains  available,  after  complete  programs  in 
Grades  X  and  XI  and  the  allowed  program  in  Grade  XII  (see  section  7, 
page  34)  have  been  provided,  should  be  used  for  such  purposes  as  the 
following: 

i.  To  reduce  cycling  and/or  double-programming  in  order  to  over- 
come crowded  classes. 

ii.  To  reduce  cycling  and/or  double-programming  in  order  to  provide 
separate  instruction  for  Grades  X  and  XI. 

iii.  To  increase  the  effectiveness  of  the  school  as  a  whole,  through  closer 
scrutiny  of  pupils'  work,  additional  teaching  drill  and  review,  ex- 
pansion of  the  testing  program,  more  thorough  teacher  planning  and 
preparation  and  more  effective  guidance  generally. 

iv.  To  enrich  the  program. 

(h)  If  correspondence  courses  are  required  to  augment  the  classroom  pro- 
gram, they  should  be  utilized  first  at  the  Grade  XII  level. 

6.  Directions  for  Scheduling 

All  subjects  which  may  be  taught  in  a  small  high  school  are  listed  among 
those  appearing  on  pages  14  and  15  of  the  Handbook.  However,  since  small 
high  schools  offer  a  somewhat  restricted  program,  certain  arrangements  may  be 
entered  into  concerning  courses  most  commonly  taught. 

The  total  enrolment  in  any  course,  resulting  from  combining  classes  of  two 
grades,  may  be  a  factor  determining  the  extent  to  which  the  suggested  arrange- 
ments will  be  employed.  Details  of  these  arrangements  are: 

(a)     i.  The  practice  of  cycling  Grade  X  and  Grade  XI  courses,  may  be 
applied  to  Social  Studies  10  and  20. 
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ii.  Students  in  a  school  where  a  cycling  arrangement  is  used  are  re- 
minded that  both  Grades  X  and  XI  courses  in  a  sequence  must  be 
taken  before  proceeding  to  Grade  XII. 

iii.  Physical  Education  10  may  be  postponed  from  the  first  year  to  the 
second  year  of  high  school. 

iv.  In  small  high  schools  when  some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  offering 
sufficient  courses  for  both  Grade  X  and  Grade  XI  students,  special 
arrangements  may  be  made  with  the  superintendent  of  schools  or 
high  school  inspector  to  permit  Grade  X  students  to  register  in  Socio- 
logy 20  or  Geography  20.  Such  permission  should  not  be  granted 
unless  some  urgency  exists. 

v.  Students  who  hold  credit  in  Physical  Education  10  (2  or  3  credits) 
may  register  in  Physical  Education  10A  and,  if  successful  in  the 
course,  be  granted  an  additional  three  or  two  credits.  Many  small 
schools  may  find  it  advantageous  to  offer  Physical  Education  10 
each  year  for  two  credits  to  Grades  X  and  XL  Others  by  including 
Grade  IX  may  be  able  to  offer  Physical  Education  to  separate 
classes  of  boys  and  girls. 

vi.  With  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  High  School 
Inspector,  small  high  schools  in  which  Grade  IX  is  taught  may  be 
permitted  to  offer  only  one  option  in  Grade  IX. 

(b)  In  each  of  the  following  areas  any  two  of  the  courses  listed  may  be 
taught  in  the  same  period.

i.  To  assure  the  fullest  possible  program  in  every  year  of  high  school, 
the  non-academic  courses  should  be  alternated  over  a  two-  (or 
even  three-)  year  period. 

ii.  Small  schools  may  expect  to  use  the  services  of  the  Correspondence 
School  Branch  in  completing  their  programs.  In  la  and  lb  schools 
a  minimum  of  5  or  6  credits  should  be  available.

(b)  The  minimum  number  of  minutes  instruction  time  for  other  small  high 
schools,  and  the  proportion  of  the  total  instruction  time  to  be  devoted 
to  Grade  IX,  shall  be  as  follows:

It  is  recommended  that  each  of  the  above  totals  include  English  30  and 
Social  Studies  30  each  year.

10.  Regarding  Industrial  Arts  and  Home  Economics  Courses 

In  schools  where  additional  instruction  is  provided  in  Industrial  Arts  and 
Home  Economics  courses  by  circuit  teachers  or  by  instruction  at  other  schools 
any  advantage  with  respect  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  credits  available 
to  students  will  depend  upon  some  regular  classroom  instruction  being  main- 
tained concurrently.  It  is  suggested  therefore,  that  it  may  be  advisable  to 
formulate  a  plan  which  permits  one  or  more  groups  to  take  Home  Economics 
or  Industrial  Arts  courses,  while  one  or  more  groups  remain  for  regular  in- 
struction in  other  subjects. 

Scheduling  of  courses  in  Industrial  Arts  and  Home  Economics,  when  such 
courses  are  offered  by  circuit  teachers,  should  be  articulated  with  the  planning 
carried  on  by  other  schools  on  the  same  circuit. 

11.  Reminders  to  Principals 

(a)  As  pointed  out  in  preface  of  this  section,  page   31,  principals  must 
be  familiar  with  the  contents  of  the  entire  Handbook. 

(b)  In  view  of  the  limitations  existing  in  the  small  high  schools  to  which 
this  section  applies,  cycling,  double-programming  and  the  scheduling 
of  certain  electives  have  been  outlined  as  being  acceptable  and  ad- 
vantageous practices. 

(c)  In  selecting  any  of  the  above  practices,  principals  must  recognize  that 
total  enrolment  in  a  class  is  a  governing  factor.

GUIDANCE  FOR  STUDENT  PROGRAMS 

General 

! 

(a)  Students  should  be  given  adequate  guidance  in  the  organization  of 
their  high  school  programs. 

(b)  In  organizing  his  program  the  student  should  keep  in  mind  the  re- 
quirements for  High  School  Diploma  as  outlined  on  page  25. 

(c)  A  student's  choice  of  subjects  in  high  school  must  be  governed  by: 

(i)  prerequisites  and  the  school  regulations  governing  certain  subjects 
as  outlined  on  pages  17  to  22.  (ii)  addition  requirements  as  adopted 
by  the  school  board  which  has  jurisdiction  over  the  students  provided 
that  these  requirements  do  not  contravene  other  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Education. 

(d)  The   student's   choice   of  program   is   subject  to   the   approval   of   the 

principal.  Steps  should  be  taken  to  secure  parents'  understanding  and 
concurrence  in  their  children's  registration — if  necessary  over  the  par- 
ent's signature. 

(e)  Students  who  intend  entering  university  should  be  advised  upon  enter- 
ing high  school  to  check  the  specific  requirements  of  the  particular 
faculty  of  their  choice,  in  the  university  they  plan  to  attend. 

First  Year— Grade  X 


During  the  first  year  in  high  school  a  student  may  choose  courses  from 
the  Grade  X  list  only.  In  the  case  of  superior  students  with  very  high  achieve- 
ment, consideration  may  be  given  to  some  deviation  from  these  limitations. 
Principals  must  refer  such  cases  to  the  Assistant  Director  of  Curriculum,  De- 
partment of  Education,  for  permission  to  make  any  deviations. 

Second  Year — Grade  XI 

During  his  second  year  in  high  school  a  student  may  normally  choose 
courses  listed  under  Grade  X  and  Grade  XI  only.  However,  in  certain  circum- 
stances students  entering  from  other  provinces  or  in  other  exceptional  cases 
Grade  XI  students,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  Department  of  Education  (Assistant  Director  of  Curriculum), 
may  register  in  up  to  two  Grade  XII  subjects  and  write  the  Departmental  Examin- 
ations in  these  subjects  the  following  June. 

Third  Year— Grade  XII 

During  his  third  year  in  high  school  a  student  may  choose  courses  listed 
under  Grade  X,  XI,  and  XII. 

3.      Suggestions  for  Educational  Guidance  for  Those  Entering  Grade  X 

The  following  suggestions  for  educational  guidance  are  printed  on  the 
back  of  the  Grade  IX  diploma  and  are  included  here  for  your  information: 

(a)    The   letter   gradings   indicate   the   student's   degree    of   success   in   the 
various  subjects  taken  in  Grade  IX. 
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(b)  A  student  who  has  secured  "H"  or  "A"  standing  on  all  Grade  IX 
subjects  can  succeed,  probably,  in  any  subject  of  Grade  X  and  later 
grades. 

(c)  A  student  who  has  secured  a  "B"  standing  on  all  Grade  IX  subjects 
has  a  fair  chance  of  success  in  Grade  X  subjects  but  might  have 
difficulty  with  a  matriculation  program  in  later  grades. 

(d)  A  student  who  has  secured  a  number  of  "C"  gradings  has  slight 
chance  of  success  with  a  matriculation  program,  but  can  benefit  from 
other  programs  depending  on  aptitudes  and  interests. 

(e)  A  student  who  has  secured  a  "C"  standing  in  mathematics  or  science 
has  slight  chance  of  success  with  Mathematics  10  or  Science  10  and 
should  probably  make  other  selections  at  the  Grade  X  level. 

(f)  If  a  student  secured  a  "D"   standing   in   any   subject,   it  is  very   un- 

likely that  he  will  succeed  in  the  Grade  X  course  in  that  subject. 

(g)  A  student  should  select  courses  which  have  relationship  to  his  occUt 
pational  preference,  his  interests  and  his  abilities.  He  should  be  guided 
by  the  advice  of  his  parents,  teacher-counsellors  and  school  principal. 

N.B.  Certain  courses  are  obligatory  for  the  high  school  diploma.  Some  Grade 
X  courses  are  prerequisites  for  more  advanced  high  school  units.  All 
students  should  become  familiar  with  the  regulations  governing  their  pro- 
grams in  Grade  X  in  order  to  avoid  possible  difficulties  in  the  later  high 
school  years.  •  ''■ 


4.      Attendance 

Regular  attendance  at  school  makes  a  pupil  eligible  to  receive  credits  for 
a  full  year's  work.  Minimum  attendance  requirements  are  set  by  the  principal 
(subject  to  the  approval  of  the  school  board)  who  may  disallow  credits  if  student's 
attendance  falls  below  an  acceptable  standard.  This  applies  also  to  a  student 
taking  a  "repeat"  course. 

Exceptions:     (1)  Correspondence  students 

(2)  Credit  in  music  obtained  through  private  study. 

Students  who  are  expelled  from  school  or  from  a  particular  subject  prior 
to  April  1  in  the  June  term  must  enroll  forthwith  in  another  school  or  in  corres- 
pondence courses  to  be  eligible  to  write  the  Grade  XII  examinations.  Such  cases 
will  be  reviewed  by  the  Special  Cases  Committee. 

Students  who  are  expelled  on  April  1  or  later  in  the  school  year  may 
apply  to  the  Special  Cases  Committee  directly,  or  through  the  superintendent, 
for  permission  to  write  the  Grade  XII  final  examinations.  Pursuant  to  such  a 
request  the  Department  of  Education  will  review  a  report  from  the  principal 
giving  the  achievement  and  attendance  of  the  student  and  giving  the  circum- 
stances that  resulted  in  expulsion. 
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5.  High  School  Entrance 

Students  who  have  successfully  completed  Grade  IX  are  issued  a  Grade  IX 
Diploma  by  the  Department  of  Education.  Such  students  are  eligible  to  proceed 
with  Grade  X  work.  In  high  schools  where  suitable  programs  can  be  arranged, 
principals  may  register  in  Grade  X  courses  students  who  have  not  been  awarded 
a  Grade  IX  Diploma.  These  students  will  be  granted  credits  in  approved  high 
school  courses  if  recommended  by  the  school.  Principals  should  discuss  the 
matter  of  suitable  programs  with  their  superintendent  and/or  high  school  in- 
spector. When  forwarding  student  registration  forms  to  the  Supervisor  of  Examin- 
ations, principals  should  indicate  in  a  covering  letter  the  names  of  those  students 
who  do  not  possess  a  Grade  IX  Diploma  but  who  are  registered  in  Grade  X 
courses. 

6.  High  School  Graduation 

The  successful  completion  of  Grade  X,  XI  and  XII,  in  accordance  with 
the  present  diploma  requirements,  entitles  a  student  to  the  High  School  Diploma 
which  is  the  same  for  all  students.  This  is  to  say,  there  is  no  special  diploma 
for  University  Matriculation,  Business  Education  or  Technical  Program  patterns. 
(See  page  25  for  particulars  regarding  the  High  School  Diploma). 

7.  Letter  Grading* 

Standings  in  non-examination  courses  of  the  high  school  program  are 
indicated  by  means  of  letter  gradings.  The  following  schedule  gives  the  range 
of  scores  on  a  scale  of  0  to  100  corresponding  to  each  of  these  gradings: 

Letter  Gradings  Range  on  Scale 
H  80-100 

A  65-79 

B  50-64 

C  40-49 

D  0-39 

8.  Standing  Required  for  Credit 

To  earn  the  credits  attached  to  any  course  on  the  high  school  program, 
a  student  must  achieve  at  least  a  "C"  standing  in  that  course.  With  respect  to 
standings  required  for  prerequisite  courses  please  see  page   17. 

9.  Credit  Load  for  Students 

Under  normal  conditions  credit  will  be  granted  for  no  more  than  40 
credits  in  one  instructional  year  (i.e.  between  September  1  and  June  30).  The 
40-credit  maximum  must  include  all  courses  taken  toward  a  diploma,  all  extra 
courses  and  any  repeated  courses  (even  if  the  repeated  course  is  only  to  improve 
the  student's  standing).  Thirty-five  credits  is  considered  to  be  the  normal  load 
for  the  average  student.  Students  may  enrol  in  a  41 -credit  program  if  they 
register  in  two  three-credit  half  courses  as  defined  on  page  7,  item  4  (d).  Credits 
earned  by  private  study  of  music  are  excluded  from  the  40-credit  maximum. 
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This  regulation  does  not  preclude  students  from  earning  further  credits 
during  July  and  August  through  attending  summer  school.  At  summer  school  two 
courses  may  be  taken,  one  new  and  one  repeat,  or  two  repeat  courses  for  a 
maximum  of  ten  credits.  (See  Item  7  page  8). 

10.  Exceptional  Cases 

A  principal  who  wishes  to  submit  the  case  of  an  individual  student  whose 
program  appears  to  be  unduly  restricted  because  of  applications  of  regulations, 
may  apply  directly  to  the  Assistant  Director  of  Curriculum  for  special  consider- 
ation. 

11.  "Extra"  Grade  XII  Courses 

A  student  in  his  final  year  at  high  school,  who  is  registered  in  a  program 
necessary  to  complete  requirements  for  a  High  School  Diploma,  and  who  wishes 
to  obtain  matriculation  standing  in  certain  Grade  XII  courses  for  which 
he  does  not  hold  the  required  prerequisites  may  take  instruction  and  write  the 
examinations  in  one  or  more  of  these  "extra  courses,  provided  that: 

(a)  The  total  number  of  credits  carried  by  the  student  during  the  year 
(including  the  credit  value  of  these  "extra"  courses)  does  not  exceed 
the  usual  forty-credit  maximum. 

(b)  The  student  shall  not  receive  high  school  "credits"  for  such  courses, 
but  only  a  statement  of  the  scores  which  he  obtains  on  the  final  exam- 
ination.

A  Vocational  High  School  graduate  in  Food  Preparation  12,  22,  32  will 
be  awarded  one  year  of  time  credit  and  first  year  technical  credit  on  passing 
the  first  year  examination. 

A  Vocational  High  School  graduate  in  welding,  will  be  awarded  one  year 
of  time  credit  and  first  year  technical  credit  on  passing  the  first  year  examination.

(1)  Students  who  receive  approximately  1400  hours  of  instruction  in 
theory  and  practice  of  Beauty  Culture,  will  be  eligible  to  attempt  the 
examination  for  the  Certificate  of  Proficiency  as  a  Beauty  Culture  oper- 
ator. 

(2)  The  principal  should  write  to  the  Director  of  Apprenticeship,  Dept. 
Labour,  Terrace  Bldg.,  Edmonton,  stating  the  name  of  the  instructor 
offering  the  program,  facilities,  and  how  the  required  1400  hours  of 
instruction  was  achieved. 

(3)  Students  who  complete  less  than  the  required  1400  hours  will  have 
their  total  hours  converted  into  months  of  work.  Their  apprenticeship 
time  would  have  to  account  for  the  rest  of  the  months  up  to  a  minimum 
of  twelve  months  at  present. 
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INSTITUTIONS  PROVIDING  FURTHER  TRAINING 
*THE   ALBERTA    INSTITUTES    OF   TECHNOLOGY 


There  are  two  institutes  of  technology  operating  in  Alberta,  both  under 
the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Education.  These  are  the  Southern  Alberta 
Institute  of  Technology  in  Calgary,  and  the  Northern  Alberta  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology in  Edmonton.  The  institutes  are  complementary  in  nature,  and  although 
some  courses  are  offered  in  both  centers,  there  are  also  courses  unique  to  each 
institute.  The  following  is  descriptive  of  the  levels,  courses  and  entrance  re- 
quirements of  the  various  programs  offered: 

1.  Apprenticeship  Training 

Training  for  registered  apprentices  is  provided  at  both  the  Southern  Alberta 
Institute  of  Technology,  Calgary,  and  the  Northern  Alberta  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, Edmonton,  and  at  the  Lethbridge  Junior  College. 

The  Southern  Alberta  Institute  of  Technology  offers  instruction  in  the 
following  designated  trades:  Carpentry,  Construction-Electrical,  Communications- 
Electrical,  Plumbing,  Motor  Vehicle  Repair,  Auto  Body  Repair,  Sheet  Metal, 
Welding,  Radio  Technician,  Refrigeration,  Machinist,  Cooking  and  Heavy  Duty 
Repair,  Appliance  Service,  Glass  Working,  Iron  Working,  Roofing. 

The  Northern  Alberta  Institute  of  Technology  offers  instruction  in  the 
following  designated  trades:  Bricklaying,  Carpentry,  Construction  -  Electrical, 
Communications  -  Electrical,  Power  -  Electrical,  Painting  and  Decorating,  Plaster- 
ing, Plumbing,  Steamfitting,  Gasfitting,  Motor  Vehicle  Repair,  Auto  Body  Repair, 
Sheet  Metal,  Welding,  Radio  Technician,  Cooking,  Heavy  Duty  Repair,  Tile- 
setting  Appliance  Servicing  and  Baking,  Partsman,  Roofing,  Machinist  and  Lathing. 

The  Fairview  Agricultural  and  Vocational  College  offers  instruction  in  the 
following  designated  trades:  Motor  Mechanics,  first  and  second  year;  Welding, 
first  and  second  year;  Heavy  Duty  Mechanics,  first  year  only. 

The  Lethbridge  Junior  College  offers  instruction  in  the  following  designated 
trades:  Motor  Vehicle  Repair  and  Welding. 

The  above  training  is  available  only  to  apprentices  who  are  registered  in 
Alberta.  For  complete  details  concerning  apprenticeship  training  write  to  the 
Director  of  Apprenticeship,  Department  of  Labour,  Terrace  Building,  Edmonton, 
Alberta. 

2.  Correspondence  Courses 

Correspondence  courses  as  offered  by  Canadian  Vocational  Training  are 
available  through  Correspondence  Branch,  Southern  Alberta  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, Calgary,  only.

Program  "A" 


This  program  provides  courses  for  students  who  desire  to  obtain  the  equiva- 
lent of  the  first  year  at  the  University  of  Calgary. 

Admission — Senior  Matriculation. 

The  course  of  studies  includes  1st  year  Arts  and  Science  subjects.  Students 
from  this  program  have  selected  a  number  of  patterns  which  have  transferred 
to  the  University  of  Calgary  in  the  following  faculties  and  departments:  Arts 
and  Science,  Education,  Commerce,  Pre-Dental,  Pre-Medicine  and  Pre-Law, 
Household  Economics,  Agriculture  and  Physical  Education. 

Program  "B" 

This  program  provides  courses  for  students  who  desire  to  obtain  the  equiva- 
lent of  a  four-year  university  program. 

Admission — Minimum  of  a  High  School  Diploma.  See  Mount  Royal  Jr. 
College  Calendar  for  specific  program  requirements.

Program  "C"

complete  senior  matriculation  while  taking  4  University  of  Calgary  courses  at 
Mount  Royal  College.

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Program  "D"

to  the  A.B.C.  or  E.  Programs.

Adult  High  School  will  offer  the  regular  matriculation  courses  plus  some 
non-matriculation  Grade  XII  courses. 

Developmental  Program  for  adult  students  who  lack  sufficient  preparation 
to  enroll  in  a  program.  Special  preparation  and/or  remedial  courses  will  be 
provided. 

Program  "E" 

This  program  provides  courses  for  students  who  wish  to  prepare  for  an 
occupation  that  requires  post  high  school  education.

September,  1967: 

Students  desiring  information  regarding  matriculation  requirements  for  the 
Universities  in  Alberta  in  September  of  1967  should  consult  the  appropriate  faculty 
calendars  or  correspond  with  the  registrars  of  the  University  of  Alberta,  (Edmon- 
ton), the  University  of  Calgary,  the  University  of  Lethbridge,  or  with  the  Deans 
of  the  Camrose,  Grande  Prairie,  Lethbridge,  Medicine  Hat,  Mount  Royal  (Cal- 
gary), Red  Deer,  or  St.  Jean's  (Edmonton)  Junior  Colleges.  Applicants  should 
note  that  the  deadline  for  admission  to  most  university  undergraduate  programs 
is  August  1st. 

September,  1968: 

Matriculation  requirements  for  the  Universities  in  Alberta  effective  Sep- 
tember, 1968  are  under  active  consideration  by  the  faculty  councils  of  all  the 
institutions  concerned.  As  a  consequence,  no  definite  information  regarding 
matriculation  requirements  for  1967-68  are  available  at  the  time  of  the  publica- 
tion of  this  Handbook.  When  information  is  available  concerning  the  matricula- 
tion requirements  for  all  Universities  in  the  Province  a  special  statement  will  be 
prepared  and  distributed  to  all  those  receiving  copies  of  the  Senior  High  School 
Handbook.

OLDS,  VERMILION,  FAIRVIEW 

Requirements  for  Admission  and  Courses  Offered: 

For  all  courses  except  Hog  Production,  boys  must  be  at  least  17  years  of 
age  and  girls  16  years  of  age  within  thirty  days  of  registration.  Minimum  age 
requirement  for  boys  may  be  waived  if  they  have  70  high  school  credits  with  "B" 
standing  or  better. 

1.  Agricultural  Technology:  (4  sessions*  —  Olds,  Vermilion,  Fairview) 

Prerequisites:  67  high  school  credits  with  "B"  standing  or  better.  All 
students  take  two  orientation  sessions  and  then  may  elect 
any  one  of  the  following:

2.  Agricultural  Certificate:  (2  sessions  —  Olds,  Vermilion,  Fairview) 
Offered  only  in  the  Fall  and  Spring  Sessions. 

Prerequisites:  Grade  IX  or  better  or  equivalent  education  and  experience. 
Applicants  may  be  required  to  write  an  entrance  exami- 
nation. 

3.  Artificial  Insemination  (Domestic  Animals)  Technician:  (1  session  —  Ver- 
milion only) 

Prerequisites:  Preference  is  given  to  applicants  who  have  a  diploma  from 
a  recognized  agricultural  school  or  college,  and  particularly 
to  those  who  have  majored  in  Animal  Science,  or  equivalent 
education  and  experience.  Applicants  must  have  a  letter 
from  a  registered  A.I.  Technician  indicating  that  the  appli- 
cant has  spent  approximately  one  week  with  him  or  his 
associates. 

4.  Assessment  and  Appraisal  (of  Rural  Land):  (3  weeks  —  Olds,  Vermilion, 
Fairview) 


*Session  —  12  weeks. 
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Prerequisites:  On  the  job  experience  in  assessment  and  appraisal  work. 
This  is  an  intensive  course  designed  for  those  who  wish  to 
up-grade  themselves. 

Applicants  interested  in  this  field,  who  have  no  previous 
experience  are  advised  to  consider  the  Soils  Science  Major 
in  Agricultural  Technology  (see  (1)  (f)  above). 

5.      Business  Education:  (three  consecutive  sessions  commencing  September  20th, 
1967  —  Olds,  Vermilion,  Fairview) 

Prerequisites:  67  high  school  credits  and  satisfactory  completion  of  an 
entrance  examination. 

Applicants  with  "A"  or  better  standing  in  English  20  or 
50%  or  better  in  English  30  or  33  will  not  be  required  to 
write  the  examination. 


6.  Fashion  and  Design:  (three  consecutive  sessions  commencing  September  20th, 
1967  — Olds  only) 

Prerequisites:  at  least  67  high  school  credits  or  satisfactory  completion  of 
an  entrance  examination. 

7.  High  School  Academics:  (Required  Grade  XI  and  XII  subjects  only  at  Olds 
and  Vermilion,  and  Grade  XII  at  Fairview).  At  all  these  three  colleges  high 
school  subjects  are  offered  on  a  sessional  basis,  three  a  year  at  Olds  and 
Vermilion  and  two  at  Fairview. 

Prerequisites:  As  for  regular  high  school  academically.  Applicants  are 
restricted  to  older  students  or  to  those  who  do  not  have 
access  to  high  school  at  home. 

8.  Hog  Production:  (Two-months  classes  —  at  Vermilion  only,  starting  Novem- 
ber 15th,  1967,  and  three  months  on  an  approved  hog  farm.) 

Prerequisites:  18  years  of  age  and  preference  to  those  with  hog  production 
experience. 

9.  Home  Economics:  (three  consecutive  sessions  commencing  September  22nd, 
1967,  at  Vermilion  only.) 

Prerequisites:  Grade  IX  or  better. 

10.  Horticultural  Technology:  (two  Fall  and  two  Winter  sessions  plus  ten  months 
of  on-the-job  training  —  Olds  only.) 

Prerequisites:  67  high  school  credits  or  better  or  satisfactory  completion 
of  a  qualifying  examination  plus  demonstrated  aptitude 
and  experience  in  a  horticultural  field. 

11.  Irrigation  Technology:  (Four  sessions  in  class  plus  a  three-week  survey  school 
in  the  first  summer  —  Olds  only.) 
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Prerequisites:  67  high  school  credits,  or  the  equivalent,  including  "B" 
standing  or  better  in  Mathematics  20  or  22,  English  20, 
and  Science  20  or  22. 

12.  Apprenticeship  Training  Programs:  Fairview  Agricultural  and  Vocational 
College  in  co-operation  with  the  Alberta  Department  of  Labour,  will  provide 
technical  training  for  apprentices  in  Motor  Mechanics  and  Welding.  First 
and  second  year  courses  will  be  offered  for  both  of  these  trades. 

Apprentices  must  be  at  least  16  years  of  age  and  have  a  basic  minimum 
education  equivalent  to  Grade  IX.  Apprentices  must  be  under  contract  with 
an  employer  and  must  enrol  with  the  Apprenticeship  Board  prior  to  being 
accepted  for  technical  training. 

No  tuition  fees  will  be  assessed.  Apprentices  will  also  be  reimbursed 
for  transportation  costs  if  they  reside  in  centres  other  than  Fairview.  A  sub- 
sistence allowance  of  $12.00  per  week  for  single  men  living  at  home,  or 
$18.00  per  week  for  a  single  man  living  away  from  home  will  be  provided. 
The  subsistence  rate  for  a  married  man  is  $24.00  per  week  when  living  at 
home  and  $36.00  per  week  for  a  married  man  living  away  from  home.  No 
subsistence  will  be  provided  for  those  taking  the  Arc  Special  Course.

High  School  Credits 

As  indicated  above,  certain  high  school  subjects  are  taught  at  the  Agricultural 
and  Vocational  Colleges.  These  courses  carry  the  same  credits  as  the  same  sub- 
jects offered  in  regular  high  schools. 
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The  Department  of  Education  will,  upon  request,  grant  credits  towards 
a  thigh  school  diploma  for  the  subjects  of  Agriculture,  Automotives,  Woodwork, 
General  Mechanics  and  Home  Economics.  To  a  student  who  has  successfully 
completed  an  agricultural  course  at  an  Agricultural  and  Vocational  College,  ap- 
proximately 40  high  school  elective  credits  will  be  available.  High  School  credits 
for  girls'  courses  have  not  been  assessed  in  detail  but  will  probably  range  from 
20  to  40. 

.  Special  information  about  the  courses,  fees,  etc.  may  be  obtained  by  writing 
to  the  Principal  of  any  of  the  colleges,  or  to  the  Director  of  Agricultural  and 
Vocational  Colleges,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Edmonton. 


SPECIAL  INSTITUTIONS 

SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF 

In  the  residential  school  for  deaf  children  at  Edmonton,  the  Department 
of  Education  provides  special  academic  and  pre-vocational  education  for  deaf 
pupils  whose  ages  lie  between  five  and  eighteen  years.  The  cost  of  this  service  is 
borne  by  the  province. 

SCHOOLS  FOR  THE  BLIND 

There  is  no  special  school  for  the  blind  in  Alberta  but  the  Department  of 
Education  provides  for  academic  and  pre-vocational  education  of  blind  children 
by  sending  them  to  special  schools  in  Ontario  and  British  Columbia.  The  blind- 
deaf  children  have  also  been  sent  to  special  schools  outside  the  province.  The  cost 
of  these  services  is  borne  by  the  province. 
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TEACHERS'  QUALIFICATIONS 

NOTE:  For  the  purpose  of  these  Regulations,  "An  Inspector  of  Schools"  shall 
include  such  officers  of  the  Department  of  Education  or  of  a  school 
district  or  school  division  or  county  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Chief 
Superintendent  of  Schools.

3.  The  Standard  E  Certificate 

(a)  A  person  who  has  completed  satisfactorily  the  first  two  years  of  the  B.Ed, 
program  of  the  University  of  Alberta  prescribed  for  teachers  of  elemen- 
tary and  junior  high  school  grades  may  be  granted  an  Interim  Standard 
E  Certificate,  valid  for  three  years. 

(b)  The  Interim  Standard  E  Certificate  may  be  made  permanent  when  the 
following  requirements  have  been  satisified: 

(i)  Successfull  teaching  experience  of  two  years  in  Alberta  schools 

(ii)  A  recommendation  from  an  inspector  of  schools. 

OR 

(iii)  Two  years  of  successful  teaching  experience  in  schools  making  use 
of  the  Alberta  program  of  studies  and  a  recommendation  from  an 
officer  acceptable  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Schools,  provided 
that  the  teacher's  initial  preparation  and  certification  were  in 
Alberta. 

4.  The  Standard  S  Certificate 

(a)  A  person  who  has  completed  satisfactorily  the  first  two  years  of  the  B.Ed, 
program  of  the  University  of  Alberta  prescribed  for  teachers  of  the  high 
school  grades  may  be  granted  an  Interim  Standard  S  Certificate,  valid 
for  three  years. 
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(b)  The  Interim  Standard  S  Certificate  may  be  made  permanent  when  the 
following  requirements  have  been  satisfied: 

(i)  Successful  teaching  experience  of  two  years  in  Alberta  schools. 

;  .    ,  (ii)  A  recommendation  from  an  inspector  of  schools. 

or 

(iii)  Two  years  of  successful  teaching  experience  in  schools  making  use 
of  the  Alberta  program  of  studies  and  a  recommendation  from  an 
officer  acceptable  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Schools,  provided 
that  the  teacher's  initial  preparation  and  certification  were  in 
Alberta. 

5.  The  Professional  Certificate 

(a)  A  person  who  has  completed  satisfactorily  three  years  of  the  B.Ed, 
program  of  the  University  of  Alberta  prescribed  for  teachers  of  the 
elementary  and  junior  high  school  grades  or  of  the  high  school  grades 
may  be  granted  an  Interim  Professional  Certificate. 

(b)  The  Interim  Professional  Certificate  may  be  made  permanent  when  the 
following  requirements  have  been  satisfied: 

(i)  Successful  teaching  experience  of  two  years  in  Alberta  schools. 

(ii)  A  recommendation  from  an  inspector  of  schools. 

or 

(iii)  Two  years  of  successful  teaching  experience  in  schools  making  use 
of  the  Alberta  program  of  studies  and  a  recommendation  from  an 
officer  acceptable  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Schools,  provided 
that  the  teacher's  initial  preparation  and  certification  were  in 
Alberta. 

6.  The  Certification  of  University  Graduates 

(a)  The  holder  of  a  University  degree  acceptable  to  the  Minister  may  be 
granted  an  Interim  Professional  Certificate  upon  completion  of  one 
year's  approved  work  at  the  Faculty  of  Education. 

7.  The  Junior  E  Certificate 

(a)  Teachers  trained  in  Alberta  or  under  other  jurisdictions  prior  to  Sp- 
tember  1,  1962,  may  be  issued  Interim  Junior  E  Certificates,  provided 
their  acedemic  and  professional  qualifications  are  acceptable  to  the 
Minister. 

(b)  The  Interim  Junior  E  Certificate  may  be  made  permanent  when  the 
following  requirements  have  been  satisfied: 

(i)  Matriculation  to  the  Faculty  of  Education,  University  of  Alberta, 
or  approved  university  courses  in  lieu  of  matriculation  deficiencies. 

(ii)  Successful  teaching  experience  of  two  years  in  Alberta  schools. 

(iii)  A  recommendation  from  an  inspector  of  schools.

8.    Teachers  with  Permanent  Certification 

The  requirements  for  a  permanent  certificate  may  be  waived  in  the  case  of 
a  teacher  qualifying  for  any  certificate,  provided  that  he  previously  held  an  Alberta 
Permanent  Certificate  of  another  class.

The  holder  of  a  Permanent  Second  Class  Certificate  may  be  granted  a 
Junior  E  Certificate  upon  completion  of  B.Ed,  matriculation,  or  one  approved 
summer  session  of  work  taken  either  before  or  after  the  coming  into  effect  of  these 
regulations  and  if  recommended  by  an  inspector  of  schools.
